Sealed proposals 
for their purchase have heoii ankiMl, so 
thut t)ie long uuticipatcd liuancial move 
on the ])art of the ttTolatloiilati ia acta- 
oily made. 

The entire issue planned is f 10,000,- 
OOO, but the first debenture will inrolTe 
only $3,000,000 of the whole. The bonds 
are to b(i of coupo!i form, payable in 
^old at (I per cent, in denominations of 
fl.OOO, i|:)00, $1(W and 150, principal and 
interest payable iu Havana or New 
York. 

The recitals In the bonda make prin- 
cipal due 10 yean after the evacuation 
of the iKland of Cuba hy tlio Spanish 
forces and all revenues are jjledged to 
the payment of principal and interest. 
It is understood that while the time is 
■peoifled tar the redemption tiM oon- 
pona payment may be deferred until 
six months after the evaonation by 
Spain. They are to be receiTableaa 
tazea in proportion of one-llfth. There 
ii no upeet piioe, but no bid under 60 
per oent of the zaoe Talne will be re- 
oeired. 

The anthorii^ to issua the bonda ia 
coirferred on Thomas Estrada Palma. 
delegate plenipotentiary of the govern- 
ment of the republics of Cuba to the 
United States, by Salvador Cisneros 
Betancourt, pr»;si(lent of the republic. 

Several Wall stn-et bankers when 
■^een in referrin e to tlie iiialli roxpii sscil 
their belief that the bonds would com- 
mand a fair ])rico. 

Edward F. Drai)er of Boston, proKi- 
dent of the tJlohe Klectric comi)auT, 
said: "I have come over here esi)ecially 
in (juest of Cuban bonds. I have rea- 
son to believe that I can place at lea.st a 
quarter of million of them. There is 
no doubt about the financial Huccess of 
the issue. The people of Boston know- 
ing that the prtx-eeils of the bontls are 
to bo invested solely for the purpose of 
furtliering the war, tlu'y will invest 
largely through sympathy."

ARMS FOR TH E CUBANS. 

Nearly Six Thoniand Maohetot Which Will 

goon Bo Sbippeil to the Kevulutiunint^. 

Naw YOBK, Aiiril Stcjwed away 
in tiie hold of the steamship Teutonic 
when that vessel reoohed her pier yes- 
terday were arms to be shipped to Cuba 
for tlie u.se of tlie insurgents.

OHIAT ED THE CHAIR. 

Okariea MmtIk Cut* mn Throat la Ms Oall 
With a Knzor. 

Xe.via, O., April Charles Morris, 
the condemned murderer of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jonathan Donthett committed sui- 
cide iu the county Jail here yesterday 
morning. Morris' trial ended about 
three weeks ago, after an exciting ses- 
sion of 15 days, Morris being found 
guilty of murder in the first degree, and 
Judge Smith had sentenced him to ber 
hanged on Jnlj 94, and he waa to have 
beeu taken to the Ck>lumba8 peniten- 
tiary in a few days to be placed in the 
annex there. 

Sheriff Grieve received his commit- 
ment papers Tuesday night and decided 
to take tue prisoner to Columbus yester- 
day. He went to the jail to tell Morris 
to get ready for the trip, when the pris- 
oner excused himself, sa.ying he wanted 
to go to the water closet, where there is 
a little recess in the wall. Tlicre, ob- 
scured from the eyes of the sheriff and 
other i)ersoiis, lie drew a razor across 
his throat, making a hole big enough to 
insert a tin cup, and the bluod Ri)attered 
in all direi'tions. He walked a few feet 
and fell. 

The body was removed to Moore & 
Broadstoiie's undertaking establish- 
ment, where it was viewed by thou- 
sands of excite people. Tiie county 
will lose about $3,0<X) and costs, which 
could have been recovered from the 
state if Morris had been taken to Co- 
lumhiis. Where Morris got tlie razor 
is a mystery, but it is supposed he hud 
it hidden away for an emergency. 

MINERS HAPPY.

Columbus, O., April 18. — Ex-Presi- 
dent John McBride of the American 
Federation of Labor addressccl tlu' ii.'.- 
tional miners' convention congratulat- 
ing the delegates on the fact that for the 
first time in the history of the conven- 
tion there had been a grievance com- 
mittee with no grievance to report. He 
said the miners made a great mistake 
iu too freiiueiitly denooBcing their

Resolutions were adopted favoring 
free silver and urging the adoption of 
cash paymeuta ana abolishing of com- 
pany stores. 

A resolution waa adopted favoring a 
rate of 6i< 1-3 cents siunmer, and 70 
cents winter, for mining in the Wil- 
mington (Ills.) cool field, 15 cents per 
ton to be credited to brushing and keep- 
ing roads.

Fonr VUI»K«ii Are in Uangrer of Deitriic- 
tiuu I'ruin the Flaineit. 

Sandwich, Mass., April 10. — A forest 
fire started from a pile of burning weeds 
in a yard in Gatanmet village yester- 
day, leaped into a grove of pine tntes 
and was soon burning fiercely over an 
area of 100 acres. A call for aid to 
quench the llames was made to neigh- 
boring villages and about 50 men re- 
si>onded, but their efforts were tiseless 
and the Hames swept Steadily onward. 

The villages of Oatanmet and Wena- 
met are iu danger of destruction. The 
fire is extending towards this place. 
Monument Beach and Bourne village. 
The villagers are working tmder the di- 
rection of the lire wardens and much 
excitement prevails.

New York, April 16.— The immigi-a- 
tiou authorities at KUis island yesterday 
ordered Ml Italians, at present iletained 
thei-e, to be sent back to Italy. Twenty- 
six wi'ro deported yesterday and the 
others will be sent home as fast as pos- 
sible. Commissioner Senncr last uight 
telegraphed to the treasui-y departijient 
at Wasliiugtou that he did not like the 
attitude of the deported meu and their 
friends, and appealed to the department 
for permission to swear in spitcial 
guards. The commissioner also asked 
tor permission to arm the guards, so 
that they will be able to cope with the 
men dioold any violence be attempted.

Washinoton, April 16.— The senate 
in executive session yesterday ratified 
the Bering sea arbitration treaty. The 
treaty provides for a i iunmission to ar- 
bitrate the claims made by citizens of 
England against the United States for 
seizure of vessels engaged in thecaptiure 
of fur seals previous to the Psrls award. 
It was verbally amended by the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, but not to 
an extent to materially change its jiur- 
l)ort. The senate ratified it without 
making any changes in addition to those 
made by the committee, and without 
any dissenting vote. The agreenmnt 
was explained by Senator Sherman, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
ndations, and by Senators Oray and 

Cullom. 

Senators Hoar and Chandler criti- 
cised the wording of the document, but 
interposed no obstacle to its linal dis}^o- 
sition. Senator Pugh suggested the ab- 
sence of his colleague. Senator M(.>rgari, 
and stated that tl^e latter was desirous 
of being present when the treaty should 
be taken up. Attention wivs called to 
the fact that Mr. Morgan had oppostid 
the settlement projiosed by Secretary 
Qresham during tlie last session, but it 
was stated in reply that Mr. Morgan 
would be satisfied with the treaty as 
amended, and it was urged that as so 
much time had already elapsed it was 
important that action be no longer de- 
layed. Some questions were asked as 
to the amount involved in the proposed 
settlement, and it was stated in reply 
that this conld not be definitely given. 
Tho nearest approxinmtion to the fig- 
ures possible was the sum which Secre- 
tary Gresham had agreed to pay, which 
was somethiiig leas than half a milliou 
dollars.

Yoorhis, formerly a lay judge of Ilerg- 
eu county, N. J., and an ex-member of 
congi-ess, committed suii i<lo last night 
iu his law office in the Davidson build- 
iug, Jersey City. Shortly before 7 
o'clock the janitor of the building heard 
a jiistol shot in Mr. Voorhis' office, and 
when the door was forced in the body 
of the ex-congressman was di.->covereil 
in a jiool of bloo<l. He had tired a 
bullet into his temple. It is tnought 
that the suicide resulted from dcsponil- 
ency because of lack of business. 

J iiilge \'o»>rhis was GO years of age. 
He served in tho Forty-sixth congress. 
In INSO, when the Hackeiisack bank 
failed, Mr. Voorhis was jiresident o( 
that iastitution. The failure brought 
about widespread ruin, and Pi'esident 
Voorhis was arrested and tried on the 
charge of having used the funds of tin- 
bank iu speculation.

W -lUNciDN, April 10. — The senate 
has i)assed the bill f(jr the protection 
and pifservrttion of the burial places of 
Foldiers and sailors of the war of 1812. 
Tho bill providea for an appiopriatiou 
of ei 7,000 to enable the secretary of 
war to purchase or accept by donation 
the site of Fort Meigs, ()., and the 
burial jilaces adjacent, and the burial 
place at Put-in-Bay in which are in- 
terred the renndus of soldiers and sail- 
ors of tlie war of 1812. 

The bill also provides for the luclos 
ing of the fort and such burial places 
and the erection of suitable monuments 
to the dead soldiers. The bill also pro- 
vides that the appropriation is made 
upon the express condition that the 
state of Ohio appropriate a like sum 
(ifiT.OOO) or same be secured by any 
as.sociation of citixens and placed at the 
dis|X)sal of the secretary of war for the 
-.urposeof this act. tJpon fulfillment 
of these conditions, the secretary of war 
has the right to condemn land needed 
to carry into effect this act, the con- 
denuiation proceedings to be prosecuted 
iu accordance with the laws relating to 
snch suits in Ohio. 



To Arrange m Troaty mt P — as. 

New York, April 16.— The Herald 

corres])ondent in .San Salvador says that 
Vice President Prudeiicio Alfaro has 
just returned fmin his special mission 
to Nicaragua to arrange a treaty of 
peace between the revolutic^nists and 
President Zelaya. He said: "Incom- 
pliance with the instructions of my 
government I called on both the revolu- 
tionary and the government parties. I 
was well received, but found it impossi- 
ble to make any kind of arrangement 
for peace. Presideut Zelaya,' ' he added,

Coi,f.MBL-s, o., Ajuil 16.— The house 
got down to hard business yesterday 
again and disposed of a number of bills. 

Mr. Walton's bill, providing that all 
legal advertising shall be printed in one 
paper, instead of two. and let to thii 
lowest bidder, aud providing that coun- 
ty commi.ssioners' rejwrts shall bo 
priutcd iu pamphlet form, instead of in 
the newspapers, was defeated.

The weather conditions of the past 
week were highly favorable to all agrioul- 

tnral interests. The first two days were 
cool, but the latter portion was abnor- 
mally warn. Light scattered showers 
occurred throughout the week, and 
though there wa.s a fair percentage of 
cloudy w*eather, the amount of sunshine 
received was amply sufficient for the 
needs of vegetation, which made rapid 
progress during the week. A continu- 
ance of the conditiona described is all 
that farmers could dealre. The aeaaon is 
still backward, however, and farmt rs 
generally are poahing their spring work 
to the ntmoet. 

Western Kentucky.— The geueral tone 
of reports from this section are very fav- 
orable, except for the complaints of back - 
wardnesH of the season, which it would 
appear is ahout two weeks late. I'anu 
work lia- made great progress during the 
week. The greater portion of corn land 
has been broken, and corn planting has 
been done in Marshall, Trigg, Todd and 
adjacent countiei. The work will be in 
full progress within the course of the nex t 

few days, jiruvidcd favorable weather 
continues. Fruit trees of all kinds are in 
full bloom, and except for some alight 
damage from the frosts of last week, the 
outlook for a good crop, especially of 
peaches, is excellent. Gardening has 
made considerable progress during the 
week, and is rapidly being pushed to 
completion. Oats are coming up nicely, 
ami the present outlook is very favorable. 
Tobacco is generally up in the beds, and 
|)laiits are reported to be abundant, and 
as yet no injary from insects has been 
reported. Pastures and meadows have 
improved v'reatl\ durinir the week, and 
their condition ia generally reported to 
be very good. Wheat has also improved, 
litit exceid in itortions of a lew counties 
its condition is reported as being from 
poor to fair. There ia mach complaint 
that it has been winter-killed and that it 
is thin and uneven. 

Central Kentackv.— Conditions very 
favorable for farm work. A ^'reat deal of 
plowing was done during the week, but 
as yet practically no corn bas been 
]>1 anted, though the work will be begun 
w ithin the course of the next few days. 
The seeding of oats is about completed 
and they are up in lome plaoea and look 
well. 

Strawberries are reported tO be badly 
winter killed in many localities, but ex- 
cept for this, the prospect for fruit is 

jreu'jrally excellent. IVach and plum 
trees are in full bloom and apple buds 
are just commencing to burst. Grasses 
of all kinds havi' K'rown very rapidly dur- 
ing the week and pastures and meadows 
look well as a rule. In some sections 
tobacco is reported to be backward, but 
in hjcalities wliere the plants are up in 
the beds, they are reported to be in good 
condition. In this section of the .State, 
there are but very few reports wliieh 
dissent from the general opinion as to 
the poor condition of wheat. It is badly 
winter killed in many localities and some 
fanners are plowing it Under and prepar- 
ing the soil tor corn. 

Eastern Kentucky.— The weather con- 
ditioiis in this section of the Stale were 
not 4uite so favorable as those which 
prevailed in other portions. There was 
more rain and a smaller jiercentage of 
sunshine, but despite this great progress 
was made in all lines of farm work, and 
venetatii'ii made a most decided advance, 
l)iiring the latter half of the week much 
plowing was done, though the work is 
still incomplete, and no corn has been 
planted. 

The seedin;.' of oats wa< rapiilly pusbed 
forward, and some of the eai lier sown are 
up Mid look well. .\h in other sections 
of the State, the oiitiook for fruit is ^'ood, 
jieaches and plums showing very line 
iilooiiis. The tobacco plants are up in 
some heds and look well and are very 
plentiful. Correspondents generally re- 
)iort wiieat to be in poor coudition, 
though improved during tho past week.

MISS KATE BLATTERMAN, 

A Maysville Lady, Highly Compli 
moatod as n Ooneort 

PiuUt.

There was a large and much interested 
audience at Lyceum hall yesterday after 
noon when Miss Kate Blatterman made 
her local debut 'as a concert pianist 
Miss Ulatterman is a recent acquisition 
to Kansas City. She is a pupil of .\mer 
ica'H greatest pianist, William H. Sber 
wood ; was for a time a teacher in the 
piano department of the College of Music, 
Cincinnati, and haa located here as one 
of the assistants of Mrs. Ella Backns 
llehr. In a pr(jt;ram of wide range she 
yesterday demonstrated quite superior 
claims to musical distinction. In a gen 
eral estimate it wouM be said that her 
|)laying is delicate rather than brilliant : 
poetic rather than bravura. She has ex- 
cei)tionally delicate technic and marked 
l)oelry of temperament, which, combined 
in certain paasaRes, result in rare ex 
pression.' 

The opening number was the Beeth- 
oven sonata, opus :il, No. 2, in the play 
ing of which Miss iilutterman displayed 
a little nervousness, but not enough to 
seriously mar a really excellent inter- 
pretation, especially of the largo and the 
adagio movements. She played the 
Rheiiibef ger "Chaae" with dashing spirit 
and clear enunci«tion. A particularly 
good interpretation was that of the 
Chopin F sharp major nocturne. The 
feature of the programme, however, was 
tho F sharp Hiller concerto, w ith orches- 
tral part supplied on a second piano by 
Airs. IJehr. The niunber is one of singu- 
lar structural beauty and a good deal of 
fancy. It bas a wide range of exi)re8sion, 
but every change was grasped, although 
the best, of Miss Blatterman's work was 
in the andante movement. Mrs. Bebr's 
part in the interpretation was, of course, 
admirable, as her work always is. 

Although Miss Blatterman would seem 
to possess qualities that are very efleetive 
in teaching— those of scholarship and 
thoroughness— -she should play in public 
a great deal. The dominance of the char- 
acteristics named give herstyle at present 
a certain exactness that sometimes inter- 
feres with the fullest freedom of expres- 
sion, a shortcoming that may easily be 
overcome with the conQdeace that comes 
of continued experience. 

Miss Blatterman is a native of Mays 
ville and has resided here the greater 
part of her life. She is now a resident of 
Kansas City where she is permanently 
settled as a teacher of music. Her many
